2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 



The following documents are referred to; 



D1 JP 2002-22474A 

01 discloses a navigation unit, which detects a next course changing crossing and the distance to this 
crossing from the current position of own vehicle and a recommended route, thereby judging to select a 
right or left turn. According to the result, it outputs a blinker indicator drive request, etc., to a 
head unit. This unit drives blinker indicators 16a, 16b disposed at both sides of the display to 
indicate a next course changing direction according to a signal from a navigation unit. 

The amended claim 2 discloses a navigation device, including a display for displaying vehicle 
navigation information; a controller for calculating current location of the vehicle with respect to 
the set destination and outputting turning direction instruction signal for the vehicle compnsmg; 

a pair of light emitting members protrusively installed on both ends of the body so that right and 
left are distinguishable, a pair of light emitting members selectively emitting light in 
correspondence to the turning direction instructing signal output from the controller. 

Thus the subject matter of the amended claim 2 is still almost identical to the navigation system with 
blinker indicators described in the claims 3, 5 and 6 of D1 . 

The present application does not satisfy the criteria set forth in Article 33(2) and (3) PCT because 
the subject matter of claim 2 is not new in respect of prior art as defined in the regulations (Rule 
64(1) -(3) PCT) and/or does not involve an inventive step (Rule 65(1)(2) PCT). 
Thus the subject matter of claim 2 is neither novel nor inventive. 
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
